(AP)— The Gemini 5 astro­ 
nauts rocketed into orbit today for an eight-dav mis­ 
sion but almost immediately encountered problems 
in the power system that threatened to shorten the 
mission. 
Planes were ordered out from Hickam Field in 
Hawaii to an area where the mission would be ended 
after six orbits if that is deemed necessary. 
Mission Control said no orders had been given to 
end the flight, but it was apparent that they were be­ 
ing seriously considered. 
At 1 p.m., four hours into the mission, the control 
center reported that the oxygen pressure had fallen 
further to a reading of 85 pounds in the spacecraft 
and 100 on the ground. 
“ We re still operating with the fuel cell, putting out 
amperage as it should,” a spokesman said. “The space­ 
craft is powered down as much as possible and we re 
presently pulling only about 13 amps.” 
Backup astronaut Elliott See, who has closely 
watched the development of the fuel cells, was re­ 
ported to have studied the situation and was quoted 
as saying he was still optimistic that the situation 
would right itself.

Clerics Shot Down In Dixie 
HAYNEVILLE, Ala. (UPI) — Two white men — a 
priest and a seminary student, both civil rights workers 
— were gunned down on the sidewalk here yesterday. 
One was killed, and a “special” depu­ 
ty sheriff has been charged with his 
murder. 
The slain man was Jonathan M. 
Daniels, 26, an Episcopal seminary stu­ 
dent from Keene, N.H., who was cut 
down by a load of buckshot in front 
of a backwoods grocery store. 
The Rev. Richard Morrisroe, also 
26, a Roman Catholic priest from Chi­ 
cago, was critically wounded. He was 
rushed to a Montgomery hospital. 
Four Negroes, three of them girls, escaped the 
gunfire. They, along with the two clergymen had just 
been released from jail, where they 
spent a week on charges stemming 
from civil rights picketing in Fort De­ 
posit, a small town south of this 
Lowndes county seat. 
After five hours of deliberation, 
County Solicitor Carlton L. Perdue 
announced that Tom Coleman, 52, a 
highway department engineer who 
served Sheriff Charles F. Ryals as a 
“special deputy,” had been charged 
with first degree murder.

ATHENS (AP)— Nightlong rioting which Greece's

SEW SIMPLE 
Machine Quilt The Material 


Before Cutting Out Pattern 


By EUNICE FARMER 


I recently bought some lovely 
imported cotton and have de­ 
cided to make a quilted robe 
from it. I’d like to quilt it with 
dacron and would like to know 
if the quilting should be done 
before or after cutting the pat­ 
tern? 
Mrs. J.I. 
Dear Mrs. J.I.i 
I would definitely do the quilt­ 
ing before cutting the garment. 
After the quilting has b e e n 
completed, you will find the 
fabric has become smaller, this 
would affect the size of your 
garment. 
If you are machine quilting, I 
might also suggest you regulate 
the pressure on the presser foot 
so that it won’t pull the fabric 
out of shape as you stitch. Use 
a medium length stitch and be­ 
gin at the center of the fabric 
and work out to the outer edges 
instead of beginning at the sel 
vage. This will prevent a bias 
pull on your fabric. If you in 
tend to launder the robe, be 
sure to use only washable fab 
rics and filler. 


Here’s a timely hint for moth 
ers who are getting their chil 
dren’s s c h o o l clothes ready. 
Most young boys grow in height 
before width, consequently we 
all have many sports shirts that 
have become too short to tuck 
into their trousers but fit else­ 
where.

Disarm Conference All But Over 


Shortly After It Gets Started 
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Riots Are Understandable 
In Light Of Negro Poverty 
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THE OUTBREAKS OF riotous law­ 
lessness in Watts probably will have 
the regrettable effect of setting back 
the progress of racial integration in 
the state and the nation. 
Sout hern white supremacist -segre­ 
gationists say the Negro is not capable 
of responsible behavior as a full citizen 
in our society; the Negro's background 
of ignorance and his low socio-econ­ 
omic status make him unfit for the 
obligations of responsible citizenship. 
And the white supremacist-segrega- 
tionist will now cite the Watts uprising 
and other similar episodes as proof ol 
the contention that Negroes are not yet 
“ ready*’ to assume the responsibilities 
of equal rights. 
This argument will have weight with 
some and will inevitably slow down the 
processes of racial integration 


THE SIT-DOWN demonstrations at 
the Palace Hotel and along Van Ness 
Avenue in San Francisco prior to last 
year’s election unquestionably helped 
bring about passage of Proposition 14 
which has the effect of legalizing racial 
discrimination in housing. 
That was another instance where the 
irresponsible acts of extremists among 
integration leaders resulted in set­ 
backs for the civil right's struggle. 


WHAT CAUSES THESE riots0 
You can correctly say irresponsibil­ 
ity, ignorance, poverty, unemploy­ 
ment and other factors traceable to 
oppressive racial segregation. 
Some will say they are Communist- 
inspired. But to dismiss the whole af­ 
fair as plainly and simply the product 
of Communist agitation would he to 
tail to perceive the underlying condi­ 
tions which would make incitement 
possible. 
One root cause is 200 and more 
years of oppression of black skinned 
people in the U.S.A. 


Oppression has a pressure cooker 
effect. 
When you take the lid off, there is 
a blast of blistering steam. 
When people commence to be re­ 
leased from oppression, there is steam- 
letting. As Negroes are accorded more 
and more equality, there will be riot­ 
ous reactions. 
When the spectre of the lynch moh 
goes, there is hound to be over-zealous 
celebrating. 


WHERE IK ) WE U(K)K for a solu 
tion? 
The ‘ war on poverty 
can provide 
much of tlie answer. 
We must provide better education 
for all our ignorant people. 
To win 
the war on poverty, we must first over­ 
come ignorance. 
Whether the present administra­ 
tion’s program along these lines will 
accomplish this remains to be seen. If 
it doesn't, it will be because of inept 
administration and not because the 
basic idea is wrong. 
All poverty stricken people, includ­ 
ing Negroes, must be educated with 
twin goals in mind: 
First, they must be educated toward 
responsible citizens in our self-govern­ 
ing society, and 
Second, they must be educated and 
trained for work which will enable 
them to earn a decent living for them­ 
selves and their families. 
Just as we have had to “muddle 
through” to victory in the “hot” wars 
of American history, now* w e must 
somehow muddle through to victory in 
the war on poverty. 
Victory in the war on poverty can 
yet save our free enterprise system. 
Failure to conquer poverty and ignor­ 
ance could spell the doom of our free 
enterprise system.

WASHINGTON UF> - This 
country and Russia have good 
supplies of nuclear weapons 
and very fine statements. But, 
while they frighten each other 
with their weapons, they can't 
convince each other with their 
statements.

IN 1964 President Johnson, 
within less than two months 
after taking office, sent a mes­ 
sage to the disarmament con­ 
ference in Geneva, saying: 
“ There is only one item on 
the agenda of this conference 
and that is peace.” 
The conference went on for 
months afterwards and then 
broke up. 
Last month Johnson sent an­ 
other message, this time to 
the 17-nation disarmament con­ 
ference opening 
in 
Geneva 
July 27. It sounded like the 
1964 message. 


“ NOTHING,” he said, “ is 
more important than the effort 
to halt the spread of nuclear 
power and bring the weapons 
»if war under increased con­ 
trol.” 
But the conference opened 
on a sour note, for the chief 
Soviet negotiator, Semyon K. 
Tsarapkin, said there was no 
hope of agreement on a treaty 
to halt the spread of nuclear 
weapons so long as the West 
insists on building up a multi­ 
lateral nuclear force, includ­ 
ing West Germany. 
The United States has wanted 
to create a nuclear force with­ 
in the NATO alliance, par­ 
ticularly since NATO seems to 
be drooping. It would include 
Germany. In addition to the 
United States, B r i t a i n and 
France are the only NATO 
jxmers with nuclear force.

It called on each nuclear 
power to undertake ‘‘not to 
transfer any nuclear weapons 
into the national control of any 
non-nuclear state, either di­ 
rectly or indirectly through a

alliance 
and 
each 
undertakes not to take any 
other action which would cause 
an increase in the total num­ 
ber of states and other organi­ 
zations h a v i n g independent 
power to use nuclear weap­ 
ons.” 
It might take a while to 
digest all that but what was 
left unsaid turned out to he 
this: 


UNDER THE United States 
proposal it could go ahead and 
set up the NATO nuclear force 
(which the Russians said it 
wouldn’t buy) and West Germa­ 
ny, although a non - nuclear 
power, could be included which 
the Russians don’t want. 
P r e s u m a b l y , the United 
States, Britain, and France, 
since they would be the only 
powers among the Allies with 
nuclear weapons of their own, 
would have a veto on any use 
of them. 
The Russians said the Ameri­ 
can proposal was not worth 
discussing. Even before the 
United States introduced its 
proposal a Soviet official said: 
“ Today the West creates a 
newborn baby — a stillborn 
one.”

Some Questions, 
But No Answers

HERE ARE SOME questions 
that trouble me. I’ve got opin­ 
ions, but opinions aren’t really 
answers. Perhaps you know 
the answers. 
Many people seem to regard 
China 
as the 
number one 
threat to world peace. Yet 
China has not one soldier on 
foreign soil, while the U. S. 
has troops and bases in Japan, 
Taiwan, the Philippines, South 
Korea. South Viet Nam and 
Thailand — all around China’s 
perimeter. Looking at it objec­ 
tively, is China such an ag­ 
gressive power? Why is the 
mighty, industrially powerful 
United States so frightened of 
weak, 
impoverished 
China? 
Can it be ail attributed to the 
fact they are communistic? 
Could part of it be that they 
are a different race that we 
don’t understand because there 
is little communication be­ 
tween our two countries? 
Is it fair to damn China's 
commune system of farming, 
when, right here in the U. S., 
the small farm is disappear­ 
ing and 
being consolidated 
into bigger and bigger, more 
profitable units? Have we a 
true picture of life on the com­ 
munes? How much of the lack 
of privacy is due to the com­ 
munes? And how much is just 
the result of living in an over­ 
crowded land? Have the Chi­ 
nese ever had complete polit­ 
ical freedom? 


DO THE PEOPLE really 
love Chairman Mao? Doesn’t 
history show that, given time, 
people 
repudiate 
tyrannical 
leaders and deify saintly ones? 
Why not let the Chinese people

decide whether he is Abraham 
Lincoln or Genghis Khan? Can 
we afford to wait? Can we 
afford not to wait? 
If we decide to rush history, 
and maybe find ourselvei at 
war with China, what happens 
then?

what 
have 
we 
gained? If, as is highly un­ 
likely, they surrender, what do 
we do then with the hundreds 
of millions of backward, hun­ 
gry people we inherit — the 
world’s biggest headache and 
heartache? Are we so wise that 
we can solve China’s problems 
when the Chinese haven’t been 
able to? 
How does one go 
about pulling 650 million peo­ 
ple into the 20th Century'? Is 
it part of the Pentagon’s con­ 
tingency planning? 
Since Viet Nam is supposed 
to be a battleground in our 
crusade to contain Chinese 
communism, some questions 
come to mind about that un­ 
fortunate country or countries, 
depending on how you look at 
it. Our men on the ground 
have trouble telling the Viet 
Cong from the average non- 
political peasant. How then do 
our airmen tell one from the 
other? W’hen dropping napalm, 
do we jnst take it for granted 
that it is necessary to Inciner­ 
ate some ordinary peasants to 
kill Viet Cong? Why do we no 
longer hear from Washington 
tiiat “ we must win the hearts 
and minds of the people?” 
Could it be that we are failing 
in this? If we are fighting 
against the South Vietnamese 
people, how do we square this 
with the American concept of 
liberty and justice? 


UNDER THE domino theory 
of this dirty, little war, we are 
saving South Viet Nam to keep 
the rest of Southeast Asia from 
going Communist. If one goes, 
all topple. Is this true? Or is 
it merely a vivid analogy? 
What about Cambodia, Indo­ 
nesia and Singapore- already 
leaning toward Peking? 
One final question: What if 
Southeast Asia did go Com­ 
munist? Can we save people 
unless they really want to be 
saved? And if people really 
want to be saved, can any 
force on earth enslave them 
for long? Could It be that the 
problems of Southeast Asia are 
so immense that they might 
become the quicksand In which

SACRAMENTO (CNS) - Cali­ 
fornia, day by day. is extending 
and widening its complex of 
treewavs. For some time now 
it has been considered the land 
of automobile, and it's some­ 
thing of a shock to discover that 
it has serious rivals in several 
European nations. 


Not that the building of super­ 
highways in Europe is a big 
business. Road c o n s t r u e t i on 
there has a harder time keeping 
up with the glut of traffic than 
here. Inadequate roads in many 
areas contribute to the impres­ 
sion of automobiles everywhere. 
You might think that Europe 
just discovered the auto, and in 
a sense it has. Visitors abroad 
10 years age reported very few 
cars in proportion to bicycles 
and motorscooters. 
Now the situation Is different. 
“ Everything in Torino is for the 
Fiat.*’ the manager of our hotel 
there told us. We bought a small 
sedan at the factory there; later 
in Rome our car was one of 
thousands in a nightmare of 
Fiats wildly spinning around the 
city’s fountains or caught in traf­ 
fic jams on the crowded ave­ 
nues. It’s true that the wealth 
and power of Italy’s northern 
cities today are directly associ­ 
ated with the automobile indus­ 
try. And of course the automo­ 
bile in Europe is crucial to the 
common market. 


The French countryside, es­ 


pecially during the annual Au­ 
gust vacation, is flooded hy 
cars, and accidents are com­ 
mon. There may be a high

U.S. Citizens Urged To Ponder 


Responsibility For Happenings

A distinguished Roman Catho­ 
lic theologian this week raised 
a question that Americans of 
all faiths may ponder: 
Is the United States fighting a 
just war in Viet Nam? Or is it 
getting ever more deeply in­ 
volved 
in 
the 
fundamentally 
immoral action for which ordi­ 
nary citizens must share the 
guilt? 
The Rev. George Tavard. pro­ 
fessor of theology 
at Mount 
Mercy C o l l e g e , Pittsburgh, 
clearly leans toward the latter 
views. But he is not so much 
concerned with airing his own 
opinion 
as 
with 
getting 
the 
American 
people 
to 
accept 
their 
corporate 
responsibility 
for thinking through the moral 
implications of what this coun­ 
try is doing in Viet Nam. 
In an article published by the 
National Catholic Reporter, Fr. 
Tavard says “the 
increasing 
involvement 
of 
the 
United 
States in the Vietnamese civil 
war is having the effect that 
Americans are less and less 
conscious of the issue as a 
proper and even necessary ob­ 
ject for moral judgment.” 


This is not surprising, he 
says, because “the more a na­ 
tion is engaged in a war, the 
less the act of war appears 
as corresponding to a moral 
choice, taking as it does, for 
the average citizen, the as­ 
pect of unavoidable necessi­ 
ty.*»

II, and also with the Allies, 
who as the war dragged on, 
adopted more and more the 
methods of total warfare advo­ 
cated by their enemies.” 
If humanity learned one clear 
lesson from World War II, Fr. 
Tavard says, it was that “re­ 
sponsibility for war and war 
crimes did not lie only with the 
leadership of nations,” but was 
shared by every citizen who 
passively acquiesced. 
Fr. Tavard believes that the 
moral issue in Viet Nam has 
been confused by the fact that 
many of the protests against 
U.S. policy have come from 
American religious leaders who 
are identified with a pacifist 
viewpoint. 
But you don’t have to be a 
pacifist, he says, to be troubled 
in 
conscience 
by 
President 
Johnson’s course. 


“There are moral reasons 
to object to this policy, even 
if one holds the use of force 
to be morally permissible in 
certain cases.” 


The dominant moral principle 
at stake, he contends, is that 
“the people of any given na­ 
tion have a native right to 
make a revolution without the 
interference of foreign power.” 
“This is not to say that gov­ 
ernments may not protect them­ 
selves from subversion by call­ 
ing on the assistance of other 
countries 
or 
of 
international 
bodies; yet it is to say that for­ 
eign governments or internation­ 
al bodies may not interfere to 
keep in power a government 
which could certainly collapse 
otherwise. . . ” 
“The argument for armed in­ 
volvement is based on the duty 
of the American government to 
help South Viet Nam preserve 
its freedom from Communist 
dictatorship; 
yet, 
the 
more 
American power is present and 
active in South Viet Nam, the 
less possibility the Vietnamese 
people 
have 
of 
deciding 
on 
whose side they are, for what 
started as a revolt is turning 
fast into a war of liberation 
from the presence of a foreign 
army.” 
Fr. Tavard would be the first 
to say that he is voicing one 
theologian's opinion, and not an 
"official'’ view of the Catholic 
church. U.S. religious leaders 
are of several minds about the 
war in Viet Nam. Some feel 
that President Johnson is doing 
the best he can in a well-nigh 
impossible situation. The sharp­ 
est criticism of U S. policy has 
hitherto come from Protestant 
and Jewish leaders. Fr. Tavard, 
whose stature is attested by his 
appointment as an expert con 
sultant to the Vatican Council, 
is the first prominent Catholic 
theologian 
to 
take

strong 
public stand against the war.

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State Lawmakers 
Expenses Tallied 


Bv EDWIN S. CAPPS 


SACRAMENTO (CNS) — Cali­ 
fornia’s part - time legislators 
drew an average of $11,241 dur­ 
ing 1964 for salary, living ex­ 
penses. per diem expenses for 
attending committee meetings, 
and travel allowances. 


The bulk of the travel allow­ 
ances was in addition to leased 
cars which are furnished most 
members—up to $150 per month 
for the lease, plus gas, oil and 
services charged to the state. 


The “draw” of the legisla­ 
tors, Including 
all features, 
ranged from a low of $8,257, 
drawn by Sen. Hugh P. Don­ 
nelly, D-Turlock, to a high of 
$17,(505. drawn by Assembly­ 
man 
Frank 
P. 
Belotti, 
R- 
Eureka. 


The 78 members of the as­ 
sembly (there were two vacan­ 
cies during most of the year due 
to members being elected to 
other offices I apparently spent 
more time on legislative busi­ 
ness, as they averaged drawing 
$11,815. as against the average 
of $10,093 drawn by the senators. 


Legislators receive $6,000 a 
year in salary. They are paid 
$21 per day in living expenses 
while attending sessions in Sac­ 
ramento. 
During 
1964. 
when 
there was a budget session and 
special session, but no regular 
session, they were in session 92 
days. Those who were in at­ 
tendance 
each 
day 
received 
$1,932 in living expenses. 


In addition, lawmakers are 
paid $25 per day for attendance 
at committee meetings between 
sessions. They receive 15 cents 
per mile for all travel, other 
than that made in the leased 
cars. 


Curiously, the average ex­ 
penses of assemblymen during 
1964 were higher than they 
were during previous years 


1 when there were no leased 
cars. 


The high man in the entire 
legislature 
was 
Assemblyman 
Belotti. However. Belotti does 
not have a leased car so the 
$8,281 mileage claimed by him 
was for actual travel that he 
paid for himself. In addition to 
paying his own travel expenses. 
Belotti lives in a large district 
I far away from Sacramento and 
was chairman of a subcommit­ 
tee on livestock and dairies. 


In the senate, the high man 
was Sen. Randolph C o l l i e r , 
whose total amounted to $17,233. 
He has a state leased car. The 
$8,096 in travel expenses claimed 
by the senator was over and 
above expenses of the leased 
car. 
Collier has a large district— 
Del Norte and Siskiyou counties 
—and is chairman of the senate 
c o m m i t t e e on transportation 
which holds numerous hearings 
throughout the state. In addition. 
Collier is a member of a num­ 
ber of national legislative com­ 
mittees on transportation which 
require his presence at meetings 
throughout the nation. 


The other top members of 
the assembly, as far as total 
draw 
was 
concerned 
were 
Assemblymen Jack T. Casey, 
D-Bakersfield, $17,407; James 
L. Holmes, R-Santa Barbara, 
defeated in November, 1964, 
$17,359; John C. Williamson, 
D -Bakersfield, $15,875; a n d 
Jerome R. Waldie, D-Antioch, 
$15,609. Waldie is Democratic 
floor leader and a member of 
the 
rules 
committee 
which 
must meet often 
in Sacra­ 
mento. None of the four had 
state leased cars.

Regan, D-Weaverville, since ap­ 
pointed to the appellate court.

PARIS — French literary cir­ 
cles are in an uproar over the 
book “The Jews” by Roger Pey- 
refitte, a cousin of Information 
Minister Alain Peyrefitte. 
Al­ 
most overnight it has become 
the country’s No. 1 best-seller; 
75.000 copies have been sold 
within two weeks. Its publish­ 
er, Flammarion. is now prepar­ 
ing a second and a third print­ 
ing, and the end of the bonanza 
is not in sight. 
All this despite, or perhaps 
because of, a unanimously hos­ 
tile reaction from reviewers; 
and legal steps taken by the 
Rothschild family. 
The book is a success de 
scandale that would throw a 
disturbing light on the French 
state of mind if it could not 
be assumed that most of the 
book’s buyers thus far have 
been people named in it or 
relatives. 
In fact the book contains al­ 
most as many names as the 
“Bottin Mondain,” the Paris 
Social Register. This is because 
the author not only mentions all 
Jews who ever achieved any 
sort of fame anywhere, but in­ 
numerable families who have 
turned from Judaism for gener­ 
ations, and others who never 
even thought they had Jewish 
ancestors. 
Peyrefitte’s alleged purpose 
was to “ prove” that practically 
everyone has Jewish forebears, 
and to achieve this feat he em­ 
ployed 
a 
psueudo - scientific 
method c a l l e d “onomastic,” 
which consists of tracing ances­ 
tors 
with 
Jewish - sounding 


names. 
Typically, he opens his book 
with this sentence: 
“ On Jan. 1, 1963, the anni­ 
versary of Our Lord . . . Gen­ 
eral de Gaulle certainly did 
not think of his ancestors, the 
Jews Kolb; 
nor Chancellor 
Adenauer of his ancestors, the 
Jews Adenauer; nor the pres­ 
ident of Italy of his ancestors, 
the .Jews Segni; nor the King 
of Sweden of his ancestor, the 
half-Jew Bemadotte; nor the 
ex-King of Italy of his ma­ 
ternal ancestors the Montene- 
grine Jews Petrovitch Nie- 
joeh; nor Arch-Duke Otto von 
Hapsburg of his ancestors, the 
Jewess Henriquez, mother of 
Ferdinand the Catholic; nor 
the King of the Belgians of his 
ancestor, the Jewess Peireira 
from whom his great-grand­ 
mother 
Bragance 
was 
de­ 
scended; 
nor Prince Bern- 
hard of the Netherlands of his 
ancestor, 
the 
Jewess 
Pa­ 
checo; nor Queen Elizabeth of 
her maternal ancestors, the 
Jews Bowes-Lyon; 
nor the 
Duke of Edinburgh of his an­ 
cestors, the Jews Haucke; nor 
did President Kennedy in the 
White House and Vice Presi­ 
dent Johnson think of their an­ 
cestors, the Jews Kennedy 
and Johnson.” 
In a few instances, Peyrefitte 
offers verifiable data for his 
assertions. In others he merely 
affirms without proof, and in 
most cases he simply specu­ 
lates. 
Gen. Charles de Gaulle, for 
example, mentioned in a speech 
made in West Germany that one 
of his maternal ancestors was 


a German named Kolb. 
This 
prompted Peyrefitte to do some 
“research” and to “discover” 
that there existed many Italian 
Jews called Colbi as well as 
three Kolbs in the “Who’s Who 
of World Jewrv.” 


Adding to this that a Jew 
named Golle lived in Alsace 
in 1788 and that a M. de 
Gaulle-Meyer resided in Brit­ 
tany in the 19th Century, the 
author arrives at the conclu­ 
sion that the French chief of 
state bears a name “ with 
definite Judaic connotations.” 


There is, of course, no limit 
to this sort of nonsense. Peyre­ 
fitte gingerly affirms that even 
many notorious anti - Semites 
such as the Spanish inquisitor 
Torquemada, the French royal­ 
ist Charles Maurras, and the 
Nazi leader Adolf Hitler were 
descended from Jews. Under 
these 
conditions, 
he 
argues 
anti - Semitism defeats itself 
since the Jews have already 
penetrated everywhere, nobody 
can any longer be sure of his 
own ancestry. 
Peyrefitte poses as a frienc 
and admirer of the Jews. But in 
b e t w e e n the roll calls, he 
spreads some of the most vi 
cious hate propaganda pourec 
out since the fall of the Thirc 
Reich. 
The book is written in fic­ 
tion form. 
A wealthy young 
baron, Saul de Goldschild, 
wants to marry a pretty gen­ 
tile girl named Osmonde, but 
both must overcome the prej 
udices of their families. The 
story relates their struggle 
and in the process a certain

The author's pet villains are 
the real-life R o t h s c h i l d s . 
Throughout the book, he does 
everything to make them look 
monstrous or ridiculous and 
to discredit their private lives.

Fail­ 
ures bring criticism to the phy­ 
sician for not maintaining the 
instrument in peak condition. 
This is anticipated as we utilize 
more and more m e c h a n i c a l 
gadgets to keep people alive. 
Modern medicine is creating 
semi-artificial p e r s o n s . Eye­ 
glasses help him see and hear­ 
ing aids reopen the world of 
sound. 
He can chew with his 
false teeth and is able to obtain 
a lifelike prosthesis when an ex­ 
tremity is lost. There are false 
noses, ears, eyelashes, and nails; 
wigs are available for those who 
want a different coiffure or to 
hide a bald spot. 
BUT THESE are minor accom 
plishments c o m p a r e d wi t h 
transplanting corneas, by-pass 
ing obstructed a r t e r i e s with 
knitted dacron tubes, kidney 
transplants, and the use of arti 
ficial internal organs. My only 
concern is that we may lose our 
perspective and in time concen­ 
trate on prolonging death, in­ 
stead of life.

Getting up with the birds is 
common

for 
Uncle 
Sam’s early-rising and high­ 
flying airmen. 
What’s not so common at 
Hamilton Air Force Base is that 
the bird population there in­ 
cludes thousands of Mongolian 
pheasants and other game birds 
who strut about the jet base at 
will. 
Now established residents of 
the North Marin base, these 
birds were introduced only two 
years ago. And because of their 
presence, Hamilton Base has 
become a paradise far beyond 
its scenic beauty to the enthusi­ 
astic hunter and to the dis­ 
criminating gourmet. 


HOW DID IT get started? 
Early in 1963, conservation- 
minded people, bent on improv­ 
ing the land area of the base as 
well as providing recreation for 


a new vinyl floor 


that's not only beautiful 


the assigned military personnel, 
set out to develop an expanse of 
ground just southeast of the 
base’s bustling runway. 
It was noted that the area 
was especially suitable for use 
as a hunting preserve. 
It was this t h o u g h t that 
brought a quick response from 
the base “farmers.” 


VOLUNTEER a i r m e n con­ 
verged on the site. Some oper­ 
ated tractors and plows; others 
waited impatiently for the sow­ 
ing of soft wheat, rice, and other 
grain foods. 
“Operation Pheasant Farm” 
was well under way! 
When the first seeds began to 
bud. spectators from throughout 
the base, including military de­ 
pendents from the distant hous­ 
ing area, came daily to observe 
progress. 
Meanwhile, conservation offic­ 
ials began discussing the “ins” 
and “outs” of raising pheasants 
and other game birds. Eggs 
were procured along with a few 
adult pheasants to mother the 
expected brood.

While other items were most­ 
ly requisitioned, borrowed or 
manufactured, t h e pheasants 
lived in pens constructed by the 
volunteer airmen. 
With the purchasing of addi­ 
tional pheasants and the trans­ 
ferring of hatched eggs from the 
incubators to the brooder pens, 
Hamilton’s newest and most un­ 
usual family of dependents be­ 
gan to grow. 
The breeding process became 
so effective that by year’s end 
more than 1,600 chicks had 
popped into the world. And sev­ 
eral hundreds, of adult size, 
were released into the rapidly 
growing grain fields, to the dé- 
light of first-year season hunters.

Grantee Of The Rancho Saucelito 
Had Colorful And Varied Career 


UNTIL THIS OLD daguerrotype w as identi­ 
fied at the California State Library in Sac­ 
ramento, it w as thought there w as no ex­ 
isting portrait of Capt. W illiam Richard­ 


son, grantee of the Saucelito Rancho, one 
of the founders of San Diego, first proper­ 
ty owner at Yerba Buena (San Francisco), 
and expert ship's pilot and coastal trader. 
Here he holds a m ariner's glass.

The recent identification of an 
old daguerrotype. the subject, 
of which had been a mystery for 
years, as a picture of William 
A. Richardson, grantee of the 
Saucelito Rancho, brought back 
recollections of a story filled 
with adventure, romance and 
tragedy. 
For more than a century, his­ 
torians had sought a picture of 
Richardson, but to no avail. 
Then a skilled daguerrotypist, 
writing a book on his special 
field, visited the California State 
L i b r a r y in Sacramento and 
asked to see any daguerrotypes 
the library had in its historical 
archives. A tray of daguerro­ 
types was brought to him. Not­ 
ing damage to the frame of one 
of the pictures, he removed the 
covering to make repairs. And 
on the back of the picture was 
the identity of its subject—Wil­ 
liam Richardson. 


CAPTAIN RICHARDSON, an 
Englishman born, according to 
historian Fr. John McGloin, in 
London on Aug. 27, 1795, went 
to sea at age 12. He was to cap­ 
tain several merchant vessels, 
but after losing a ship was re­ 
duced in rank to first mate. It 
was in that capacity that he was 
aboard the L’Orient, a whaler, 
that sailed around Cape Horn 
and northward into Arctic wa­ 
ters. On the return cruise, the 
ship came through the Golden 
Gate on Aug, 2, 1822. The cap­ 
tain was seeking fresh meat, 
water and other provisions for 
his crew. 
Suddenly a cannon boomed 
from the land and the comman- 
dante, Ygnacio Martinez of the 
Presidio, gave the signal for 
the ship to drop anchor. 
The 
captain obeyed the comman- 
dante’s order and because Rich­ 
ardson could speak Spanish, the 
first mate was sent ashore to 
explain the pacific nature of 
the visit. 
R i c h a r d s o n was given a 
friendly welcome by the com- 
mandante 
who 
assured 
the 
young Englishman he would be 
given the supplies he needed and 
then invited him to attend a 
small fiesta he was giving that 
afternoon at 
his home. The 
visitor accepted and was intro­ 
duced by lion Martinez to his 
family and his guests. 


THE VISITOR found a de­ 
lightful dancing partner in a 
daughter of his host, Señorita 
Maria Antonia Martinez. They 
made a handsome couple, the 
señorita, pretty and petite with 


almost coal 
black hair 
and 
flashing brown eyes, the Eng­ 
lishman. tall and slender, fair 
skinned with blue eyes and light 
brown hair. 
The dancing and feasting went 
far on into the night. Richard­ 
son’s captain sent the boatswain 
to tell the young Englishman to 
return to his ship but the visitor 
was having such a wonderful 
time that when he finally said 
farewell to Don Martinez and 
his family it was almost day­ 
light. Naturally the captain was 
furious and immediately dis­ 
charged Richardson from serv­ 
ice. 


WITH 
HIS 
few belongings 
Captain Richardson was rowed 
to the Presido once again, to the 
astonishment of Don Martinez. 
Captain Richardson explained 
what had happened and the hos­ 
pitable don invited him to stay 
at the Martinez hacienda until 
he received permission to re­ 
main in the newly established 
Mexican province of California. 
To become a Mexican citizen 
it was necessary to embrace 
the Catholic faith. Richardson 
was baptized a Catholic at the 
mission in San Francisco (Do­ 
lores) on June 16, 1823. 
Richardson immediately pe­ 
titioned the Mexican governor, 
Pablo de Sola, to grant him the 
privilege of domicile. The peti­ 
tion was granted by Governor 
Sola 


IN GRANTING the petition, 
Sola wrote: “ Being aware that 
the petitioner, besides being a 
navigator, is conversant with 
and engaged in the occupation 
of a carpenter, I hereby grant 
the privilege he asks for with 
the obligation he receive and 
teach such young men as may 
be placed in his charge . . 
Richardson now had a job to 
do and he did it. He saw the dif­ 
ficulty which existed in getting 
food and other supplies for the 
troops at the Presidio. With the 
aid of six Indians, whom he had 
taught the carpenter and ship­ 
wright trades, he built a launch 
and a boat to transport supplies 
from the pueblos of Santa Clara 
and San Jose. Before that pro­ 
visions were brought in by ox 
carts. 
Richardson also taught an­ 
other group of Indians how to 
ferry the boats. 


FOR TH REE years Richard­ 
son was in charge of supply 
transportation to the Presidio. 
After that he was free to work 
independently. Navigation was 
his forte, so he assembled a 


which he bought from the mis­ 
sion at Santa Clara, a rowboat 
on which he made extensive re­ 
pairs and which he had bought 
from Mission Dolores, and a 
whale boat which had floated 
into the harbor, mute evidence 
of a tragedy at sea. 
The ambitious young man also 
did business with ships which 
came into the harbor, mostly 
English and Russian. Richard­ 
son was given the privilege of 
supplying the ships with fresh 
water and wood. 
From springs, in what are 
now the Sausalito hills, Rich­ 
ardson piped water to the shore 
and sold it by barrels to the 
ships. 


WITH HIS Indians he went 
into the hills to get oak and red­ 
wood. 
Richardson also charted the 
bay and the streams leading in­ 
to it, locating submerged shoals 
and cross currents. 
Having established himself in 
business, the Englishman asked 
Don Martinez for permission to 
marry Senorita Maria Antonia. 
The don and his family had 
grown to admire the young man, 
so parental consent was soon 
given. 
The captain and the senorita 
were married at Mission Do­ 
lores May 15, 1825, by Padre 
Jose Altimira. From all parts 
of California came dons and 
their families to attend the 
religious observance and the 
week-long fiesta which followed. 


IN 1830 CAPTAIN Richardson 
became a naturalized citizen of 
Mexico. The captain engaged in 
coast trade, mostly barter in­ 
volving hides and tallow, otter 


and beaver skins, fresh meat 
and vegetables. 
About five months after his 
marriage Richardson made a 
voyage to Sitka to bring back 
provisions. He was back in six 
months with commodities he 
sold to the Presidio and to the 
owners of ranchos around the 
bay. 


W H ILE HE was away, his 
wife gave birth to a daughter, 
who was named Mariana. 
In 1829 Richardson went to 
Los Angeles, taking his family 
to Mission San Gabriel. Learn­ 
ing there was a great scarcity 
of goods in the Los Angeles 
area, Richardson decided to go 
to South America to get sup­ 
plies. 
He built a schooner at San 
Pedro and sailed aboard her to 
Peru. 
He 
returned 
in 
nine 
months and rejoined his family 
at San Gabriel where his son, 
Stephen, was born in 1830. 
The Richardsons yearned for 
northern California. He made 
several voyages to South Ameri­ 
ca which were financial suc­ 
cesses, then sold his schooner 
and bought a team of horses to 
transport his family overland to 
Yerba Buena. 


IN A DEPOSITION before the 
United States Land Commission 
on August 20, 
1853, Captain 
Richardson 
stated that 
from 
June 1835 until June 1841 he had 
resided in Yerba Buena (later 
San Francisco) and that as far 
as he knew no lots in Yerba 
Buena had been granted to any­ 
one prior to that. He said he 
received in October of 1835 a 100 
vara lot by order of the alcalde, 
Don Francisco de Haro. The 


grant was on Dupont Street, now 
Grant Avenue near Clay. 
Richardson pitched a tent on 
his Yerba Buena lot, the first 
dwelling in the town. 
Richardson related how Al­ 
calde de Haro received orders 
from the government to lay out 
a small town at Yerba Buena 
for the convenience of shipping. 
The order directed Richardson 
to assist de Haro and to reserve 
200 varas all along the beach for 
government buildings. Richard­ 
son said that all these orders 
were carried out. At the time, 
the neighbors of the Richard­ 
sons were the people at the 
Presidio and at Mission Dolores. 
The Richardsons lived under 
the tent about three months, 
then moved into a small frame 
house. Then on the same prop­ 
erty Richardson built a large 
adobe hacienda which became 
known as Casa Grande. 


RICHARDSON was appointed 
captain of the port of San Fran­ 
cisco 
first 
by 
the 
Mexican 
governor and 
later by Gen. 
Mariano Vallejo. 
Soon 
the 
Richardsons 
had 
close neighbors in Yerba Buena. 
IxjIs at that time were one 
hundred varas square and were 
granted by the alcalde for a 
price of about $25 
Stephen Richardson told of 
life at the hacienda in Yerba 
Buena. He said the house was 
never dull. It was built on “ such 
large liberal plans because my 
parents loved company” and 
there were a dozen or more 
guests a day. 


“ STEVE,” AS he was always 
called, a wonderful horseman,

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would gallop across the sand 
dunes to visit at the Presidio, 
or see his young friends at 
ranchos on the peninsula. 
Captain Richardson had long 
wanted land on the north side 
of the hay. He knew of the 
great natural resources of the 
country — the many springs, 
large forests and the wild game 
and fowl. 
Captain Richardson made ap­ 
plication for a land grant in 
what is now Marin County. His 
first 
application 
for 
Rancho 
Saucelito was filed in 1828, but 
the Mexican government denied 
it because the land was con­ 
sidered valuable for military 
defense. However, he continued 
to importune the authorities for 
the rancho which was granted 
him on Feb. 11, 1838. The rancho 
w’as three square leagues. 


THE CAPTAIN built a small 
wooden house for his family and 
later an adobe to which several 
additions were made. 
Steve wrote: “ My early life 
in Sausalito was perhaps the 
happiest time of my life. The 
country was entirely untouched 
by man and the wild oats grew 
shoulder high in spite of the 
great herds of wild animals 
browsing in the fields. In a 
jaunt from Sausalito to San 
Rafael 1 would see enough elk, 
deer, bear and antelope to fill 
a good sized train. I never grew 
weary of riding through the 
wonderful forest land and over 
ridges overlooking the sea. T 
became one of the most ex|H*rt 
vaqueros in Alta California. 
“ At this time my father’s 
fortune was at its peak. His 
transportation 
business 
w a s 
very large. Tlie settlement of 
Sutter 
near 
Sacramento 
liad 
opened a new field of navigation 
by the river routes. He was rich 
in money, rich in ships, rich in 
land.” 


WILLIAM HEATH D a v i s , 
whose “ Seventy Five Years in 
California” 
is a source book 
for 
historians, 
first 
became 
acquainted with Captain Rich­ 
ardson 
in 
July, 
1838. 
when 
Davis was in the employ of 
Nathan Spear . At that time the 
Richardsons had two residences. 


“ The one at Yerba Buena, an 
adobe, contained a parlor, com­ 
modious bedrooms and a sitting 
and dining room which was used 
at times as a ball room,” wrote 
Davis. “ The walls were thick. 
Blinds 
or 
massive 
shutters 
closing the windows on the in­ 
side. The other residence was 
at Sausalito.” 
Davis said thousand s of cattle, 
horses and sheep were on tlie 
Saucelito Rancho. 


He described the captain and 
his wife, and said she was “ a 
model of grace and dignity with 
a face full of expression. She 
was gifted with vivacity and 
intelligence and a little spice of 


satire gave an added charm to 
her winning manners.” 


DAVIS 
SAID 
Ricliardson’s 
long practice as a mariner made 
him one of the best pilots for the 
bay and its entrance. 
“ Admirals and commodores 
of different nationalities would 
communicate 
with him from 
Callao, Valparaiso and Honolulu 
so that in case a vessel of their 
squadrons should visit San Fran­ 
cisco, she would fire two guns, 
one after the other, outside the 
heads. This was a signal for 
Richardson to go out and pilot 
her in. The captain had eight 
trained Indians, who had be­ 
come proficient boatmen.” 
In 1846 a dark cloud from 
the East came and blotted out 
the sunny life of tlie dons of Cali­ 
fornia 
In the spring of 1846 
Capt. John C. Fremont arrived 
in California with an armed 
force. Ostensibly his visit was 
peaceable, to survey a shorter 
route to the West Coast for the 
United States government. How­ 
ever, Fremont defied and in­ 
sulted the Mexican authorities 
and as a result his arrest was 
ordered. He fled northward 


JUST WHAT orders Fremont 
received from tlie United States 
is a matter of conjecture. It Is 
known that he talked with a 
Lieutenant Gillespie, a United 
States Army officer, who de­ 
livered letters from Secretary 
of State Jam es Buchanan and 
others in Washington. 
Fremont, 
in 
his 
memoirs, 
said: “ The* message brought me 


Flag. Later a party headed by 
Lt. Henry Ford surprised Cali­ 
fornians who were staying at 
Rancho Olompali in Marin. Af­ 
ter a brief “ battle,” the Califor- 
nians fled to Rancho Saucelito 
where aboard one of Captain 
Richardson’s 
schooners 
they 
made their escape to the Contra 
Cnsta shore. 


CAPTAIN RICHARDSON and 
his family were at the Saucelito 
Rancho when Fremont came 
with about 100 men, including 
his bodyguard of Delaware In­ 
dians and his scout, the famed 
Kit Carson. Also at the rancho 
were more tlian 100 wives and 
children of the Californians, 
In his book, Davis said Fre­ 
mont and his men camped for 
three days 
at 
the 
Saucelito 
Kanclio and forced Richardson 
to furnish them with beef and 
mutton. 
“ Fremont t<x»k away all the 
broken horses . . . and left 
Richardson with only four sad­ 
dle horses fur the use of the 
ranclio of two or three thousand 
head of animals. He did not pay 
for tlie animals nor even give 
vouchers for them.” 


STEVE RICHARDSON said 
“ Fremont was not altogether 
good to look upon. He had a fine 
bearing, the make-up that com­ 
mands obedience, but oh, what 
an eye! It was like the eye of 
some great predacious crea­ 
ture, cold, relentless, unforgiv- 
ing . . . ” 
Fremont gave orders that the 
Richardson horses should be de­ 
livered to him in San Rafael 
where be and his men stayed at 
the mission 


with his troops. The second day 
after his arrival there a boat 
landed 
three 
men 
near 
the 
mouth of the estero on Point 
San Pedro. As soon as they 
were discovered by Fremont. 
three men (of whom Kit Carson 
was one) were detailed to meet 
them. 
They 
mounted 
their 
horses and, after advancing a 
few hundred yards, halted, and 
Carson returned to where Fre­ 
mont was standing mi a corri­ 
dor of the mission with Gilles­ 
pie. myself and others and said, 
'Captain, shall I take these men 
prisoners?’” 


“ IN 
RESPONSE 
Fremont 
waved his hand and said: ’ I 
have no room for prisoners.’ 
“ Tliey then advanced to with­ 
in 50 yards of the three unfortu­ 


nate and unarmed Californians, 
alighted from their horses and 
deliberately shot them. One of 
them was an old and respected 
Californian, Ihm Jose Berrey* 
esa, whose son was then alcaide 
of Sonoma. The others were

brothers 
(Ramon 
and 
Francisco», sons of Francisco 
de Haro, a citizen of the pueblo 
of Yerba Buena ” 


THE BODIES of the slain trio 
remained where they fell and it 
was there Steve Richardson saw

The Richardsons, like all Cal­ 
ifornians, were horrified by the

by Gillespie absolved me from 
my duties as an explorer and 
left me only my duty as an of­ 
ficer of the American Army, 
with the autlientic knowledge 
that tlie chief object of the Pres­ 
ident was to take and hold pos­ 
session of California.”

It was June 28. 1846, that the 
brutal murder of three Califor­ 
nians took place in San Rafael.

He said: “ I was at San Rafael

Continued from Page \19 
fornia. it was a personal trag­ 
edy. The De Haro twins were 
close friends of M ariana and 
her brother, Steve. The young 
men were frequent guests at the 
Richardson hacienda and it was 
well known both of them loved 
Mariana. 
With the occupation of Cali­ 
fornia by the U.S., the dons and 
their families returned to their 
old way of life. While there was 
an uneasiness, the Californians 
cloaked this beneath apparent 
gaiety. 
Capiain Richardson 
cooper­ 
ated with the military rulers. 
Commodore Stockton, first mili­ 
tary governor of California, and 
Captain 
Richardson 
“ became 
great 
friends,” 
according 
to 
William Heath Davis. Stockton 
appointed Captain Richardson 
first collector of the port of San 
Francisco. 


A B IG reception was given in 
honor of Commodore Stockton in 
Yerba Buena at the Richardson 
hacienda. There is no doubt that 
Mariana Richardson was the 
great attraction. 
Jam es H. Wilkins wrote of 
her: “ Miss Richardson’s beauty 
was perfect in every feature, 
but what made her incompar­ 
able was a complexion that no 
woman in the world ever had 
before or since—a marvelous 
mixture of 
the 
English 
and 
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Spanish types . . . Besides her 
singular, almost Oriental beau­ 
ty, Miss Richardson was the 
possessor of a charming man­ 
ner and of a ready wit in con­ 
versation. Her figure was at 
once robust and graceful. She 
excelled in horsmanship . . . 
and was one of the most expert 
rifle shots in California.” 


MARIANA COULD not forget 
the inhumanity of the Ameri­ 
cans under Frem ont's direction 
and she would not m arry any­ 
one from his country. When she 
did m arry, it was to a Peruvian, 
Manuel Torres, who was her 
own age. 
The wedding took place in the 
crumbling 
chapel 
of 
Mission 
San Rafael Arcangel in April of 
1848. 
In January of 1848. gold was 
discovered in northern Califor­ 
nia. The gold was to bring for­ 
tunes to some, misfortune to 
others, including Capiain Rich­ 
ardson. 
William Heath Davis has writ­ 
ten of how one business venture 
in which he and Richardson in­ 
vested, the building of a steam ­ 
boat for commerce on the in­ 
land waters to the gold country, 
fell through because of the tim ­ 
idity of a third partner. 


“ THE BUSINESS would have 
produced for us hundreds of 
thousands, if not a million or 
more dollars,” Davis asserted.

Davis - Richardson 
venture, the construction of a 
wharf and warehouse for the 
new town of San Diego in ex­

dian, Manico, was the pilot for 
ships that came into the bay. 


LIFE MOVED on at the Sauce­ 
lito Rancho. 
Steve Richardson wrote of his 
father: “ In 1850. my father had 
lived continuously in California 
for 28 years. His only capital 
was his knowledge of navigation 
but almost at the very outset he 
had laid the foundation for a 
growing business. I have no 
recollection of the time when he 
was not reckoned among the 
rich. There was always an abun­ 
dance of things good to eat and 
things good to wear, both at 
Casa Grande, overlooking Yerba 
Buena, and at the Richardson 
hacienda across the bay. With 
the coming of the Americans he 
maintained an open handed hos­ 
pitality . . . 
“ Meanwhile the value of our 
Sausalito Rancho was pyramid­ 
ing 
every 
year. 
Before 
the 
American occupation we used 
to look on it as a nice little 
place, a comfortable home, but 
never as much as an asset 
otherwise. Its outside cash value 
might 
have 
been 
$25,000 or 
$30.000 and no more. 


‘•BUT W ITH the gold rush 
and the rapid growth of San 
Francisco, the great ranch with 
its miles of waterfront, with its 
acres of pasture land ideal for 
supplying the boom city with 
such prime necessities as but- 
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ter, milk and cattle, began to 
climb in value until the worth 
of the property increased easily 
tenfold. As early as 1850 it could 
have been sold for a quarter of 
a million and it has been climb­ 
ing in value ever since . . . 
“ Besides several bay schoon­ 
ers, my father owned three deep 
water vessels engaged in coast- 
wide trade. 
“ And. as fate would have it, 
all three ships were wrecked 
within the space of six months. 
Each was a total loss and each 
carried a cargo that represented 
large investments. 
“ It was a staggering blow to 
my father. It destroyed a profit­ 
able business, swept clean his 
floating capital and compelled 
him to dispose of various odds 
and ends of property in order to 
meet pressing obligations. The 
ranch was clear and that was 
all. 


“ BUT THE stubborn old sea 
dog was not ready to quit . . . 
My father had a valuable ac­ 
quaintance with monied men 
. . . His business name was 
good . . . It was his purpose to 
interest some of the new blood 
in 
a 
transportation 
company 
covering somewhat more than 
the field of his former opera­ 
tions. He had actually interested 
John Parrott and Henry Cowell, 
both later on multi-millionaires 
. . . But these keen men of af­ 
fairs took a further survey of 
the situation and politely with­ 
drew from the undertaking. 
“ But my father could not rec­ 
ognize defeat where he had al­ 
ways been a victor. Refused fi­ 
nancial 
assistance 
on 
every 
side, he decided to re enter the 
shipping business on his own re­ 
sources . . . 
“ Worry 
and 
disappointment 
must have impaired the sound­ 
ness of his judgment. At all 
events he committed financial 
suicide. He mortgaged the Ran­ 
cho Saucelito for $60.000 with 
interest at 3 per cent a month, 
compounding monthly, and he 
firmly believed that, with the 
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growing boom of California, he 
eould readily pay the interest 
and the principal as well in a 
year or two at most. 


“COMPETITION IN the ship­ 
ping 
business 
became 
fierce 
. . . Rates were smashed over­ 
night. It was into this fiery bat­ 
tle that my father projected 
himself with his pitiful little 
equipment. His second maritime 
adventure never paid expenses. 
“The income from the rancho 
was large but sometimes it was 
drawn on to meet commercial 
deficiencies. My brother-in-law 
was a libera] spender and we 
still kept open house. The ran­ 
cho was stripped of necessary 
breeding cattle in order to make 
both ends m eet. Some faint ef­ 
fort was made to pay the in­ 
terest charges but they mounted 
up insistently to such an extent 
that all effort to that end was 
abandoned. 
“ The rancho was even sold 
two or three times for taxes. 
Good 
friends 
of 
my 
father 
strongly advised him to make 
a financial clean-up while the 
opportunity 
remained but he 
held on with the tenacity of des­ 
pair. At last the crash came and 
the mournful fragments of his 
business disappeared forever. 


“ THEN THE tired old sea 
animal came ashore to die. His 
affairs were in desperate con­ 
dition. Ixing before, in the days 
of prosperity, he had deeded to 
my mother 640 acres of the 
rancho, 
including 
the 
family 
home, the waterfront and most 
of the land on which Sausalito 
is built . . . 
“ My father expected to die, 
in fact, he had no desire to live 
after his failure. His sole hope 
now 
was to save something 
from the wreck of his fortune 
and he realized that it required 
a stronger hand and a more ex­ 
perienced head than his or mine. 
Under these desperate condi­ 
tions, he consulted with his at­ 
torney, Volney E. Howard. As 
I understood at the time, what 
might be called an equity in the 
property . . . still remained to 
my father. 
“ Attorney Howard introduced 
to my father Samuel R. Throck­ 
morton, who was described as a 
wizard in the business line . . . 
The situation of the Sausalito 
property was explained to Mr. 
Throckmorton, who considered 
the outlook for salvage good, 
and a contract was entered in­ 
to having that end in view. 


“ MY FATHER dt edcd the en­ 
tire property to Mr. Throckmor-

But the son of the Saucelito 
Rancho grantee was to write. 
“ We made our point, but lost 
our case,"

ton as trustee, giving him full 
power to manage the estate in 
every particular . . . 
“ For this part, Mr. Throck­ 
morton agreed, at the end of 
three years, to deed over to Wil­ 
liam A. Richardson, or his heirs, 
the equal of one-fifth of the av­ 
erage land of the rancho, free 
from any debt or encumbrance 
whatever. The remainder was 
to go for the payment of debts 
and for Mr. Throckmorton’s ser­ 
vice . . . 
“ I must sav that Mr. Throck­ 
morton took hold of his work 
with great energy and apparent 
success 
Instead 
of 
a 
stock 
range, he reorganized it as a 
dairy ranch, or rather as a 
series of dairy 
ranches. 
He 
knew what the tenants were 
making and saw to it they paid 
all the traffic would bear. 


“ IN THIS WAY he probably 
doubled or trebled the income 
. . . He was able to deal with 
money 
lenders 
on 
favorable 
term s and to take up the utterly 
ruinous 3 per cent a month 
loan, although the interest on 
the new loan was bad enough 
He searched out other little 
sources of income such as sel­ 
ling cordwood to San Francisco. 
“ As 
an 
administrator. 
Mr. 
Throckmorton was an unquali­ 
fied success.” 
Steve 
Richardson 
said 
his 
father deeded to Mariana (Mrs. 
Torres) and him the one-fifth 
interest in the Rancho Saucelito 
and had considered his wife well 
provided for as she had the 640 
acres in Sausalito and prospects 
in her father’s estate in Mar­ 
tinez. 
Captain Richardson died at 
his hacienda in Sausalito on 
April 20, 1856 He was buried on 
a hilltop on the rancho which 
he loved so dearly. Later the 
body was moved to Mt. Olivet 
Cemetery in San Rafael. 


A WOODKN headstone marked 
the grave, but this was de­ 
stroyed when a grass fire swept 
across the cemetery. 
The gracious life at the Sau­ 
celito Rancho was doomed Cap 
tain Richardson’s widow found 
life at the hacienda without her 
husband impossible. She sold 
her property in Sausalito to 
Throckmorton for about $10,000. 
Six years later he sold this prop­ 
erty with about 200 more acres 
to the Sausalito Land and Ferry 
Co. for $550,000 
He also sold 
the Lime Point Tract to the 
United States government for a 
huge sum 
Throckmorton was to also ac­ 
quire 
the 
Sausalito 
property 
rights of Steve Richardson and 
his sister for $5,000 in a trans­ 
action which created consider- 
able rancor, with Richardson 
claiming that Throckmorton had 
misrepresented 
the 
indebted­ 
ness of the property, and which 
triggered a long series of court 
battles. 


OWNERSHIP OF THE Rancho Saucelito passed from the 
Richardson fam ily to Samuel Throckmorton, who sold land 
in turn to the Sausalito Land and Ferry Co. It was then 
that the bayside portion of the rancho started to become 


a town. The company sold residential i o i s ana «iuo..> ncJ 
a regular ferry service that attracted permanent residents. 
Then came the North Pacific Coast Railroad, shown here, 


to bring about still more change.

THE V IR G IN O f SA N GIL by 
Paul Olsen, Holt, Rinehart and 
Winston, 189 pages, $4.95.

Ever since he could remem­ 
ber, Old Joaquin, the indio, had 
expected the worst of life. Treat­ 
ed with brutality always, spat on 
by the very lowest, he had ac­ 
cepted his lot as being born with­ 
out the right to dignity. 
Now nearing the end of his 
painful days, he comes upon the 
broken statue of the Virgin, from 
the church in his own village of 
San Gil. Stripped of her precious 
jewels, she is gouged and muti­ 
lated. But to the old man she is 
beautiful and he knows she has 
been sent to him as a sign, if he 
could only puzzle it out. 
So begins an impressive novel. 
The author unwinds an absorb­ 
ing tale of innocence caught up 
in expediency, and he does so 
with classic clarity and insight. 
Swiftly arrested and tortured 
to reveal the whereabouts of the 
stolen jewels, Joaquin unwitting­ 
ly becomes the focus in the pow­ 
er struggle of the local priest, 
mayor and police chief. As they 
fail to beat the answer out if the 
old man, the uneasy collabora­ 
tion of the village forces sways 
and totters, threatening to fall in 
a flood of corruption 
But of prime importance to 
Joaquin, and to the reader, is 
his own struggle to interpret the 
Virgin’s appearance, and for the 
first time in his life triumph over 
his own nature. A secondary 
struggle is that of an ignorant 
young aristocrat priest who un­ 
expectedly finds saintliness in 
his battle with the bewildering 
cynicism of his senior priest. 
Olsen’s knowledge of the life 
of a Mexican peon is spurious, 
obviously, but that is beside the 
point. His Mexican locale is only 
a stage setting of a morality 
play—the age-old war of good 
and evil in the human heart. He 
brings it off beautifully in a 
brilliant first performance. 


Youth Gangs 


THE W ARRIORS by Sol Yur- 
ick, Holt, Rlnohort and W in­ 
ston, 189 pages, $3.95. Re- 
viewed by Frank Farrara. 


If anyone wondered about the 
inner workings of a big city 
youth gang or the motivations of 
its members, Yurick has the an­ 
swer. 
In a brutally realistic account 


of a youth gang convention in 
New York City, its prologue and 
aftermath, he chills the uninitiat­ 
ed with a cold, hard look at vio­ 
lence. 
A former Department of Wel­ 
fare worker, Yurick w i s e l y 
avoids the jargon and outlook of 
the professional social worker, 
to lay his story on the line. 
It seems impossible for him to 
have written his story without 
having a pipeline to the gangs; 
for it rings with authenticity. 
The leaders and their warriors 
who protect their “ turf” are 
portrayed in vibrant character­ 
izations, that reveal all facets of 
their personalities. T h e r e is 
pride, loyalty, fear, bravado, 
brutality, hate and despair ram ­ 
pant among gang members. 
To borrow a phrase from pol­ 
itics, they are outside the main­ 
stream of society, and therefore 
society becomes their enemy. 
Yurick shows how a youth 
who has little to look forward to 
in life can feel like a big man 
when he has a weapon and is 
on his way to a rumble with his 
gang. Above all, he gains a 
sense of belonging that he can 
find nowhere else. 


Village Dissected 


BUS STOP FOR PARIS by 
Robert T. Anderson and Bar­ 
bara Gallatin A n d e r s o n , 
Doubleday, 303 pages, $5.95.

Commission Report 


AM ERICA N W O M EN - The 
Report of the President's Com­ 
mission on the Status of W om ­ 
en and Other Publications of 
the Commission, e d i t e d by 
Margaret M ead and Frances 
Balgley K a p l a n , Scribner's, 
274 pages, $6.95. Reviewed 
by Lee Cadwallader. 


On Dec. 14, 1961, John F. Ken­ 
nedy established the President’s 
Commission on the Status of 
Women. 
The purpose of this commis­ 
sion was to investigate and 
recommend 
action 
to 
insure 
every women’s opportunity to 
develop her potential capacities 
to the maximum. 
With Eleanor Roosevelt as its 
head, the commission was com­ 
posed of 20 members appointed 
by the President “ from among 
persons with a competency in 
the area of public affairs and 
women’s activities. In addition, 
the secretary of labor, the at­ 
torney general, the secretary of 
health, education and welfare, 
the secretary of commerce, the 
secretary of agriculture, and the 
chairman of the Civil Service 
Commission.” 
In this volume we are present­ 
ed with not only the commis­ 
sion’s report, presented on Oct. 
I, 1963, but also reports from 
individual committees because 
commission and committees did 
not always agree. 
An introduction and epilogue 
written by Margaret Mead, the 
distinguished anthropologist, give 
us good orientation for these 
findings and suggest creative di­ 
rection for further thought and 
action in this field. 
Unlike some recent half-baked 
sensational books so popular 
with would-be feminists, this 
book has much to offer of in­ 
terest to both sexes.

To readers familiar with ex­ 
trasensory perception, this may 
be a thought-provoking book.

He quotes several Old Tes­ 
tament prophets and their pro­ 
phesies related to events which 
occurred 2,000 years later. Could 
ESP have come from other 
planets (somewhere) incompre­ 
hensibly older and more advanc­ 
ed than ours? 
The author is asking for help. 
He admits that he is schooled in

In the opinion of Aldous Hux­ 
ley, we have suffered unjustly 
from the fact that the English 
language was in such a primi­ 
tive stage in Chaucer’s time. 
He said: “ We wouldn’t have 
the sort of Platonic mania— 
separat ng mind from body and 
spirit from matter.” And anyone 
who has roared with laughter 
at the ‘ Wife of Bathe’s Tale” 
as presented by an enthusiastic 
teacher cannot help but agree. 
As man has increased in self- 
consciousness, he unfortunately 
has diminished in exuberance. 
At any rate, here is a new out­ 
line for the study of Chaucer 
with a tremendous amount of 
painstaking research and organ­ 
ization behind it. All previous 
criticism has been documented 
along with glossaries and sum­ 
maries for each tale. 
It is a most valuable compan­ 
ion for the serious student and 
a handy aid for the rest of us 
at exam time. 


The Human Abe 


HERNDON'S LIFE OF LIN-

The “ Life of Lincoln” written 
by his longtime law partner, 
William H. Herndon, has long 
been depended on heavily for a 
picture of Abraham Lincoln’s 
years as an Illinois lawyer and 
politician. Paul M. Angle, a 
leading Lincoln authority, has 
evaluated Herndon’s effort in a 
long introduction to Fawcett’s 
paperback 
edition, 
and 
has 
copiously annotated the text. 
Herndon’s “ life” falls short in 


many ways as critical biog­ 
raphy. But it presents a human 
picture of Lincoln — as seen 
through the eyes of Herndon — 
that helps in understanding the 
strange, brilliant man who was 
the United States’ 16th Presi­ 
dent. 
Angle’s introduction and notes 
add greatly to the original text 
in this paperback edition.

A young man of upper middle- 
class background with an incli­ 
nation toward poetry loses his 
girl and moves into a Harlem 
welfare hotel.

A Story Of The Hardy People 
Who Mine The Coal In Wales

For those of us whose ances­ 
tors came from Wales, Joyce 
Varney’s "A Welsh Story” is 
certain to hold a special fasci­ 
nation. 
But regardless of ethnic ties, 
just about everyone should enjoy 
this beautifully written autobiog­ 
raphy of one young girl who 
grew up in the strange blend of 
beauty and ugliness that is the 
Welsh coal mining country. 
While it is Joyce Varney’s own 
story, told in an intensely per­ 
sonal manner, she does not per­ 
mit herself to overshadow the 
chief reason for the book, which 
is the insight it offers into the 
Welsh way of life. 
Daughter of a charming but 
ne’er-do-well father who was 
killed in a mine mishap e v e n 
before her birth, and of an em­ 
bittered and disillusioned mother 
who then had to go to work as a 
servant woman, little Joyce was 
reared by her maternal grand­ 
parents. 
Fortunately for her, t h o s e 
grandparents were people hewn 
from the finest Welsh stock. 
They were poor people who pe­ 
riodically became still poorer. 
But so warmhearted were they 
that the child Joyce seldom no­ 
ticed the absence of fuel for the 
fireplace, or the availability of 
only the simplest foods. 
As Joyce tells her story, she 
also tells the story of the Welsh

people — of recurring h a r d 
times, of dangerous occupations 
in the treacherous mine shafts, 
of shocking child labor, of sever­ 
ity and hardship. But there were 
also close family relationships, a 
love for music and nature, an 
appreciation of those few bless­ 
ings that fell their way, and the 
courage to meet and do battle 
with life’s problems.

She has been a newspaper edi­ 
tor and a magazine writer. The 
lyric quality of her writing as 
she tells of her first romance 
that ended in tragedy, or of the 
affectionate bonds which held 
her family together, is the kind 
so often associated with the 
more gifted Welsh and Irish. 
There’s a definite lilt to the 
lines. And there is a great deal 
of inspiration to be gained from 
this story about a tough and ad­ 
mirable people who face adver­ 
sity with a stubborn determina-

Some new reading for the 
juniors: 
American Heritage has reach­ 
ed back fewer years than usual 
for most of the material in its 
most r e c e n t volume in its 
excellent Junior Library series 
for young history buffs. “ Amer­ 
icans in Space” ($3 95) is au­ 
thored by foreign correspondent 
John Dille with Philip S. Hop­ 
kins, retired director of the Na­ 
tional 
A i r 
Museum 
at the 
Smithsonian Institution, as con­ 
sultant. There are introductory 
chapters on man’s earliest in­ 
terest in space and the first pio­ 
neer efforts at its exploration 
with special attention to Hubert 
Goddard. But the main part of 
the book begins with Russia’s 
launching of Sputnik I and fol­ 
low through the 22-orbit flight by 
Gordon Cooper that concluded 
the U.S. Mercury series. One 
hundred and thirty-six illustra­ 
tions, 48 of them in color, sup­ 
plement the excellent text, eas­ 
ily comprehended by y o u n g 
readers. 


“ A Father Reads to His Chil­ 
dren” (Dutton, $5 95) is an an­ 
thology of prose and poetry, se­ 
lected, edited and introduced by 
New York Times book reviewer 
Orville Prescott. It opens with 
Hans Christian Andersen’s “ The 
Emperor’s New Clothes” and 
closes with a poem by James 
Elroy Flecker. In between ap­ 
pear the work, most but not all 
of it familiar, of the likes of 
Keats, Steinbeck, Dickens, Ma­ 
caulay, the Brothers Grimm, 
Goldsmith, Hawthorne, Blake, 
Shakespeare, Tennyson, Steffens 
and the Bible, plus many others 
—24 stories and 24 poems in all. 


It is Prescott’s hope that fath­ 
ers will find his choices espe­ 
cially suited for reading aloud 
to their offspring, and thus help 
to foster love of good writing 
in their children. It is, indeed, 
a treasury.

This great jazz innovator took 
the original sounds of New Or­ 
leans and worked them into his 
very own way of playing piano 
and leading small combos. 
Jelly Roll is remembered as 
one of the character supreme of 
the jazz world of the past—the 
stories about this amazing man 
seem to be endless.

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To Harmonize Lawn With 
Patio, Build This Bench 


A paved patio and a lawn 
make awkward partners unless 
they’re joined gracefully. 
What’s needed is a change of 
pace at the edge of the paving 
so that masonry and grass don’t 
meet head-on. 
Simple 
but 
effective 
is to 
build an L-shaped bench in one 
comer of the patio. The bench 
will provide a change of eleva­ 
tion. giving a bit of height in 
one spot. 
The bench seat can be built of 
Douglas fir or white fir two-by- 


three-inch lumber on edge, leav­ 
ing an eight-inch spacing be­ 
tween. For legs and cross sup­ 
ports, cut fence posts to the de­ 
sired height and length. 
Then, to finish the project, 
work a moulded planting bed 
along another edge of the patio, 
perhaps using a pair of garden 
screens in the bed as a back­ 
drop for plantings. The screens 
will also serve as a means of 
introducing vertical lines to 
break the flat junction of lawn 
and paving

Spring In January- 


11 You Plan Ahead 


If you act soon, your garden 
need not lack for color this win­ 
ter. 
The main idea is to get the 
plants well on their way while 
the days are still long enough 
and thè weather still warm 
enough. 
Your nurseryman has all of 
the important winter color va­ 
rieties on display now. or will 
have in a couple of weeks. 
Here’s what to look for: 
Pansies and violas begin to 
bloom within days after you set 
them out. Choose mixed colors 
in pansies and separate colors 
in violas—choice of yellow, blue, 
apricot or white. 


BOTH PA N SIES and violas 
c r e a t e startling effects 
in 
massed beds. Violas are also 
splendid foreground borders in 
front of taller annuals. 
Would you like some cut flow­ 
ers for the house, in addition to 
winter color in the garden? Try 
winter stock or snapdragons. 
Winter stock are generally 
massed as separate colors in 
shades of yellow, blue, pink, 
red or white. Snapdragons are 
used in mixed colors generally, 
but some kinds and colors are 


available separately. You have 
your choice of soft pastels in 
medium-height plants or well- 
defined “ sharp” colors in the 
taller growing rocket strain. 


FOR IN T ER M ED IA T E height, 
use the versatile calendulas in 
shades of yellow, gold and apri­ 
cot. There is nothing better in 
the garden (or in the housed to 
brighten a drab winter day. Use 
them as a foreground border if 
your space is limited, otherwise 
mass them in sunny beds. 
Does your taste run to dainty 
flowers? Then the Fairy Prim ­ 
roses are for you! The airy 
spikes of pink, red, lavender or 
white flowers are best described 
as “ charming.” 
This popular winter-flowering 
subject is treated as an annual 
—not to be confused with the 
spring-blooming perennial Eng­ 
lish primrose with the larger 
flowers. The Fairy Primroses, 
like violas, pansies and calen­ 
dulas. lend themselves perfectly 
to either borders or mass plant­ 
ing. Your nurseryman recom­ 
mends using them as straight 
colors—not mixed. 


HOW ABOUT some s w e e t 
peas, for winter cut flowers? 


Most nurseries have seedlings 
growing in plant bands, as well 
as nets on which to train your 
plants. If you are a “ start-from- 
scratch” type gardener you may 
wish to begin with the fresh seed 
on racks in the nursery now. 
For color in shade, some gar­ 
deners use cinerarias. Two dis­ 
tinct types are available—the 
“ stellata” make large plants 
loaded with medium-sized flow­ 
ers, excellent for distant view­ 
ing. The dwarf “ grandifloras" 


produce clusters of large indi­ 
vidual flowers on smaller plants 
and these are desired for close- 
up viewing. 
Whatever your choice, keep in 
mind that soil preparation has 
a great deal to do with a suc­ 
cessful planting. Work the beds 
to a depth of a foot, incorporat­ 
ing at the same time soil amend­ 
ment 
recommended 
by 
your 
nurseryman — which may be 
steer manure, redwood compost, 
peat moss or similar material. 


R A K E THE beds smooth and 
set in the plants with as much 
soil from the flat as possible. 
A putty knife is a good tool for 
this purpose. Firm the plants 
into the soil and water with a 
soft stream from your hose im­ 
mediately. Spread snail and slug 
pellets at once. 
A week after planting you can 
apply a mild liquid food solu­ 
tion. Feed again in a month 
and spread fresh snail pellets 
frequently.

There Are Some Summer Pruning Chores To Be Done 


It’s true that the bulk of prun­ 
ing is done during the fall and 
winter — and that they are re­ 
garded as the traditional seasons 
to wield the pruning shears. 
But the plain fact is that plants 
grow so fast here in the West 
that many of them need sum­ 
mer trimming in order to keep 
them in bounds or to insure 
proper crop production for the 
following year. That’s the word 
from the experts at the Wiss 
Educational Pruning Institute. 


ANYONE WHO enjoys a good 
lively green hedge, a l r e a d y 
knows how important it is to 
trim regularly through the grow­ 
ing season. 
Hedges, 
whether 
the common, fast-growing privet 
or the slow-growing aristocratic 
English holly, will need regular 
“ haircuts” during the year to 
keep neat looking at all times. 
Surprisingly, roses appreciate 
summer pruning too. After the 
main crops bloom out. trim back 
lightly. 
The idea is to leave about

three sets of leaves to provide 
foliage for the new growth and 
for the buds to set up new flow­ 
ering stems. This enables you 
to enjoy roses over a period of 
seven to nine months. 


TH E R EA L serious job of 
pruning roses is done, of course, 
in January. 
The Wiss people 
point out that most of the mod­ 
ern hybrid tea roses, if pruned 
on the heavy side each year in 
January, can produce productive 
frameworks year after year so 
that the same plants will last 
for 25 years or more. 
Although this is a good time 
to prune overgrown shrubs in 
order to develop nice new foli­ 
age before autumn rolls around, 
this is not the right time to 
prune any of the shrubs which 
bloom in the spring. Right now 
the new bloom buds for the 
spring of 19G6 are forming and 
you’d cut them off. 
This is the one pruning “ don’t” 
from Wiss. 


E S P A L IE R FRU IT trees are 
not as widely grown as they 
used to be 
But for those lucky 
green thumbers who still have 
them, this is the time to trim 
back new growth which may 
have reached a length of 10 or 
12 inches.

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ened back to about three buds, 
the fat little protuberances on 
opposite sides of the stem. 
Pruning right now encourages 
the formation of the fruiting 
spurs. 
Tasty cane berries are being 
enjoyed by many now 
But it 
won’t be long before they finish 
production for this year. This 
means such popular types of 
berries as boysenberries, black­ 
berries, raspberries and others 
of this class. 


TH E ID EA IS to cut the canes 
now—the ones that are bearing 
the fruit these days—clear back 
to the ground 
Then you start 
the job of training the new 
growth that is already three to 
five feet 
long to take their 
places. 
It helps the plants if 
you irrigate them heavily and 
apply a good plant food. 
At first signs of mites- and 
these can be troublesome on the 
berries—load the hose-powered 
spray gun with a good all-pur­ 
pose spray mix and spray for 
three weekends in succession 
This usually knocks out the in­ 
festations. 
Artichoke clumps — if you’re 
lucky enough to have a few — 
can stand a little summer prun­ 
ing too. They begin to look on 
the shabby side now that the 
summer crop is finished. Get 
rid of the old foliage by cutting 
it back to the ground level and 
encourage 
the 
new ‘ sucker” 
growth which is already begin­ 
ning to appear at the ground 
level. 
The w'onderfu! old I t a l i a n 
gardeners who used to grow 
tliem m the cool foggy sections 
of 
the 
Bay 
Area, 
a l w a y s 
achieved extra growth by regu­ 
lar feeding and watering as soon 
as they did their summer "prun­ 
ing” job.

j^ Much of the success of the 
annuals, perennials and bulbs 
you will be setting out next 
month depends on how well your 
soil is prepared. Get a head start 
on difficult areas by thoroughly 
tilling the soil and adding gen­ 
erous amounts of organic mate­ 
rial.

Keep fallen leaves raked so 
that they do not smother the 
grass and deny the lawn needed 
sunshine. 


Y O U C A N H A V E spring in m id-winter if 
you start setting out cool w e a th e r annuals. 
Pansies, violas, stock, snap d ragons, c a l­ 
endulas and fa iry prim roses w ill all be 
show ing up at the nurseries. The im portant 
thing is to g ive them a long g ro w in g se a­ 


son so that they can set their buds before 
the tem perature begins to drop.
